ed by false evidence, obtained by 
threats and bribes, is in effect the charge 
made by Steven Adams, before the 
court today.

LIQUOR FIGHT TO BE RENEWED 


Legal Proceedings Instituted in Ter- 
rell County. 

Dawson, Ga., Februarv 28.—(Special.)-— 
The advocates of the dispensary have 
instituted legal proceedings in the supe- 
rior court here to contest the recent 
election held in this county, which re- 
sulted in a mafority of 154 against the 
dispensary system. The papers were 
filed in the clerk’s office this morning, 
and there are more than 100 persore 
nmed as petitioners, the law réqulring 
at least one-tenth of those who voted in 
the election to join in the proceedings in 
order to make a contest. The petition in 
the case is signed by the following well- 
known attorneys: Joseph H. Hall and 
Warren Roberts, of Macon, Raines & 
Gurr, J. R. Irwin and H. A. Witkkinson, 
of this city, as petitioner's attorneys. 

Among other things alleged in the peti- 
tiom, it Is charged therein that over 700 
hundred persons offered to vote at this 
election. and their votes were illegally 
refused by the managers because these 
names did not appear on the voters’ lists 
furnished by the registrars. In para- 
graph 8 it is alleged that the registrars 
illegally prepared the voters’ list so that 
the majority of the names. thereon 
would consist of voters known to the 
registrars and thetr confederates as per- 
sons who would yete against the dispen- 
sary. , 

The act passed at the last session of 
the general assembly and under which 


this election was held, is attacked in the 
Petition on various grounds as being tin- 
constitutional.

| HARNESSING GEORGIA’S WATER POWERS. 

The people of Georgia are awakening to the commercial value of the 
water powers of the state, which have hitherto been allowed to run to 
waste. A Constitution special from Biberton states that a movement to 
develop the water powers of the Broad and Savannah rivers is reaching 
a focus and that, in the near future, it is expected the towns in this 
district, and the factories already operating, as weil as those in prospect, 
will be supplied with limitless quantities of this motive and illuminating 
agent at an immense saving over the cost of steam power. 

A special from Macon says that Arthur Geisler, the noted hydraulic en- 
Sineer of New York, has just completed an investigation of the water pow- 
ers of ‘central Georgia, and that he will submit a most optimistic report 
to the promoters of the electric lines projected between Atlanta and Macon, 
and the latter city and Albany. He is of the opinion that the power capa- 
ble of development is sufficient not only to operate the two electric roads 
mentioned, but that enough will remain to turn the wheels of all the cotton 
mills in that section. Such an announcement from a man of Mr. Geisler’s 
professional standing is clothed with final authority. 

The Constitution has consistently preached that the people of Georgia 
were not fully alive to the possibilities dormant in the streams and falls of 
the state. They have been demonstrated at Columbus, Atlanta, West Point 
and Augusta, and other scattered locations, but there has been compara- 
tively little systematic effort at development all over the state. 

There is sufficient power going to waste in the creeks and rivers of 
Georgia to operate the lights, the electric lines and the factories of the 
commonwealth. The largest expense is that of installment, after which 
energy is supplied at a low cost which even discounts the advantages of 
our proximity to the coal fields of Alabama. 

It is the primary rule of modern industry to reduce the expense of 
production to a minimum. Herein lies Georgia's opportunities as regards 
her watér powers. It is a plain business proposition, and the sooner our 
business men view It in that light, and expend money on surveys and 
power plants that will bring into subjection these now useless powers, the 
sooner will their dividends and the aggregate wealth of the state show a 
corresponding increase.
